I. The Obligation of Missions (Mark 


16:15). 


God saves men for a purpose. That 


purpose is to be laborers together with 
!hlm in the salvation of others. Christ's 
parting message, yea, his final com- 
mission to the disciples was, "Go, 
preach the Gospel to. every creature." 
This obligation still rests upon the 
church. 
Since the command Is to 


preach the Gospel to every creature, 
this obligation will obtain as long as 
there is one unreSched soul. 


II. The Power of Missions (Acts 


1:8). 


This power Is the supernatural In- 


ducement of the Holy Spirit. Mission- 
ary endeavor without the Holy Spirit 
Is doomed to failure. Power to witness 
for Christ is the purpose of the gift 
of the Spirit. Success will crown the 
efforts of those who go forth under the 
leadership and power of the Holy 
Spirit. The Spirit was not given pri- 
marily to make Christians happy, but 
to make them strong to carry the 
Gospel to the henthen. 
However, 


those who go fortlTin this blessed serv- 
ice in the Spirit's power are truly 
happy. 


III. The Scope of Missionary En- 


deavor (Acts 1:8). 


The disciples were to begin their 


•witnessing where they were when the 
.Holy Spirit fell upon them—Jerusa- 
lem. 
But they were to go out from 


there to the "uttermost parts of the 
earth." This is the program for ev- 
«ry disciple of Christ Begin witness- 
Ing where Christ saves you, and then 
go to your neighbors nest to you, and 
on to the remotest bounds of the earth. 
There is no such thing as "home mis- 
sions," except that you begin at home. 


IV. The First Foreign Missionaries 


(13:1-14; 28). 


1. Who they were (13:2). Bar- 


nabas and Saul were selected—the 
very best two men in the church. The 
evangelization of the world is a task 
of-such tremendous importance that it 
challenges the church to offer her best 
men and women. Since an institution 
Is judged by its representatives, it be- 
comes the church to put her most capa- 
ble men to the front. 


2. By whom sent (13:2, 4). 
The 


Holy Spirit chose these men and sent 
them forth to their work. The church 
at Antioch seemed to have deliberate- 
ly planned this missionary enterprise.

Give Vegetation Opportunity to Grow 


by Dividing Range on Which 


Animals Forage. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


The production of more mohair and 


meat can be obtained in raising goats 
on the range by following a plan of 
grazing which will give the vegetation 
•a chance to grow sufficiently to main- 
tain itself. Most goat ranges are used 
throughout the year. This and the 
general practice of driving the goats 
out from a corral at the ranch head- 
quarters and back every day for 
months or throughout the year have 
been largely responsible for deteriora- 
tion of the range. An excellent method 
of giving the forage a proper oppor- 
tunity for growth is to divide the range 
Into three areas—one for sprlngf, an- 
other for summer and fall, and a "third 
for winter. 


The number and distribution of the 


goats on these divisions should be snch

as to secure proper and uniform -utili- 
zation of the forage. The divisions 
should be protected from grazing ex- 
cept during the seasons determined 
upon. On successive parts of the sum- 
mer and fall range grazing should be 
deferred until after seed maturity of the 
forage plants so as to insure proper 
revegetation. On winter range the for- 
age close to the sheds should be re- 
served for stormy periods only. 


The old practice of bedding the goats 


on the same bed ground every night 
in the year prevents proper manage- 
ment of the range and results in over- 
grazing, in uneven utilization of the 
forage and general depreciation of the 
range. This in turn has a bad effect 
on the condition of goats and the pro- 
duction of meat and mohair. The use 
of many bed grounds widely distribut- 
ed over the range aids materially in 
improving the quality and quantity of 
the forage, reducing the trailing and J 
driving of the goats, and securing bet- 
ter growth of goats and mohair. The 
ideal system is to bed the goats wher- 
ever night overtakes them, and it is 
this system, called the "bedding-out" 
system, that growers of goats are 
urged to adopt whatever practicable. 


The bedding-out system cannot be 


strictly adhered to during kidding, dur- 
ing periods of stormy winter weather, 
nor just after shearing; but its use at 
other times is practicable and it has 
many advantages. 


Range to be suitable for goats should 


possess a mixture of browse, grasses, 
and weeds, be free from continued 
heavy rains and snows, and be well 
supplied with bed grounds and water- 
ing places. Browse furnishes most of 
the range feed for goats throughout 
the year, so that it should be abundant. 
Grass and weeds are necessary for 
does and kids during the spring and 
summer, and are of considerable value 
at all times to give variety to the for- 
age. .^-,:-,:'£~-g-(i-i''t?x--•••«•• ***.« 


Plenty of fresh palatable feed has a 


marked beneficial effect on mohair pro- 
duction, growth of the goats, and the 
proportion of kids raised. It also re- 
duces the proportion of losses. There- 
fore, instead of overstocking a range 
with inferior goats, the 
producer 


should stock it with the number of 
high-grade goats which it can conserv- 
atively carry. 


The range goat should be the large, 


well-built, early maturing Angora, pro- 
ducing a large quantity of fine mohair. 
The body and chest should be relative- 
ly broad and deep, flic back wide and 
straight, the thighs full, the ribs well 
sprung, and the legs short, strong, and 
set wide apart. Such Angoras make 
possible a substantial revenue from 
two sources—mohair and meat.

When farm work slackens in the 


Fall after the corn has been husked 
and the crops harvested, the farmer 
will do welly to apply lime 
to 
the 


pasture. The pasture problem Is be- 
coming more acute everywhere eacn 
year. The good palatable grasses are 
disappearing largely because the soli 
has become sour, and weeds; tough 
inferior grasses, and hi many cases, 
moss, are taking their place. 
Many 


pastures will not maintain one-half 
as many animals as they did a tew 
years ago. Observation shows that 
It requires more acres to maintain a 
cow 'nowadays, than it did years ago 
when 
more careful 
attention 
was 


given to the quality of pasturage. 


Pastures seemed to be considered 


sort of a God given asset to the farm. 
They are much neglected in spite of 
the fact that grasses and clovers 
respond well to good treatment— 
especially to lime. 
One way or in- 


otlier pastures cost the farmer be- 
cause upkeep of fences is necessary 
and interest on investment is contin- 
uous. 
They will not pay dividends 


without care. 


There are three or four things nec- 


essary in pasture improvement. First 
In importance, on most of the areas, 
is an application of lime. Fortunately 
for the farmer, lime may be applied to 
the pasture at any time in the year. 
There is no best time. The point is 
to get" it on the land. The most con- 
venient time is undoubtedly in Fall 
when farm work has eased up. 
At 


this time lime may be carted and 
spread with little difficulty, especially 
the hydrated lime which comes in 
bags- and needs no slaking. Generally 
roads are also good in the Fall for 
hauling. A ton of lime to the acre is 
none too much, because in most cases 
the soil has become very sour during 
a period of many years of heavy 
grazing, and no treatment other than 
the dropings of the animals which are 
never sufficient in themselves. Very 
finely pulverized lime is especially 
valuable because it is so readily sol- 
uble and begins to correct acidity as 
soon as it is applied. If applied in 
the Fall, its action by Spring will have 
been 
sufficient 
to create favorable 


conditions for the growth of the old 
plants or for the growth of new plants 
springing from seed. 


There must be sufficient plant food 


In the soil. To supply it, either barn- 
yard manure or commercial fertilizers 
may be used. It is true that where 
manure is used, it will keep the ani- 
mals -away for a time, but that is^an 
advantage in one way at least, in that 
it will give the grass an opportunity 
to make a start. 


It will be beneficial to work up the 


soil with a sharp-toothed harrow to 
mix the applied material and prepare 
a better soil bed for the grass seed 
that should be applied. Spring seed- 
ing is usually best. Where the land is 
too steep to harrow, the seed should 
be applied when the soil is honey- 
combed by frost. It is Important that 
strong, vital seeds, free of impurities 
are used, and they should be of kinds 
which will guarantee a succession of 
pasturage. Fifteen to twenty pounds is 
a generous application. For most con- 
ditions from Maine to Virginia, where 
lime has been used, the following mix- 
ture will prove satisfactory: 


Timothy, 10 pounds; Kentucky bine 


grass, 6; Orchard grass, 4; Meadow 
Fescue, 2;. Italian rye grass, 1; Red 
clover, 6; Alslke clover, 4. 


Many farmers are already using this 


mixture. Some add a pound each of 
white clover, alfalfa, and sweet clover. 
If the -groiUid is very dry, smooth 
brome grass should be substituted In 
the mixture f - an equivalent amount 
of orchard grass and timothy. 


After this treatment has been given 


the pasture should not be over-stock- 
ed, nor pastured too early in Spring 
or too late In Fall, because the plants 
must have some opportunity to make 
enough growth so that they will have 
vitality to live through the winter. 
And, 
once this treatment has been 


given to a pasture and enough lime 
applied to correct at least a part of 
tho acidity, It should be repeated from 
time to time to maintain it In good 
condition. The application of manure, 
seed and lime should be repeated 
every five years, especially the appli- 
cation of lime.

THE SUMMER FALLOW. 


The effect of summer fallowing upon 


the conservation of moisture alone is 
worth the trouble and expense. Often 
alfalfa planting corr^s when It Is very 
dry. 
It must have moisture, and it is 


well to conserve tho moisture of tho 
preceding six weeks, not only because 
the plants need It, but because it is 
needed in the soil processes which 
change dormant forms of plant food to 
active. These processes are greatest 
during July and August, when tho 
weather Is warm and summer fallow- 
ing promotes conditions, favorable to 
them. In this connection the constant 
•working of the soil helps to incorporate 
lime, fertilizer, Inoculating material

LESS HOG-CHOLERA LOSSES 


In 1918 Death Rate of Swine From 


Disease Was Placed at 42.1 


Per Thousand. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Since 1913, when the United States 


department of agriculture began work 
to control hog cholera, the dreaded dis- 
ease has become less and less destruc- 
tive each year. A force averaging 165 
federal veterinarians has been main- 
tained, working in co-operation with 
state authorities in charge of quaran- 
tine and other regulatory measures 
necessary for the success of control 
work. During the fiscal year 1918 more 
than 5,500,000 hogs were inoculated 
with hog-cholera serum, and more 
than 2,200 farms, found to be infected

with cholera, were cleaned and disin- 
fected under supervision of the depart- 
ment veterinarians. 


Altogether, representatives of the 


department visited more than 15.000 
farms to investigate reported out- 
breaks, to apply preventive measures 
and to clean and disinfect premises. 
How great a menace hog cholera has 
been to the nation's swine industry 
may be judged from the accepted esti- 
mate that 90 per cent of hogs lost from 
all ailments die from cholera. In 1918 
the death rate of swine from disease 
was placed at 42.1 per 1,000. Thus the 
loss was slightly above 4 per cent for 
the United States, the lowest on rec- 
ord, according to the department's fig- 
ures.

An Important result of hog-cholera 


control work which has resulted in a 
steady decline of the disease, has 
been the stimulus given the develop- 
ment of swine raising in the South. 
With other activities of the depart- 
ment in this line, the assurance given 
to Southern farmers that hogs can be 
produced without fear of losses from 
cholera has encouraged growing not 
only larger numbers of animals but 
also better types. This has been no- 
ticeable particularly in Georgia. A 
few years ago that state purchased 
about 40,000,000 pounds of pork more 
than it produced annually. But ef- 
forts for the control of hog cholera 
have gradually extended over the en- 
tire state, with resulting confidence in 
hog raising. 
By 1918 Georgia was 


producing pork enough to make ship- 
ments to outside points besides sup- 
plying a large number of hogs to local 
slaughtering establishments. Similar 
progress has been made in Mississip- 
pi, Alabama and Florida.

Clean the oil cham- 
ber of the lamp with hot soapsuds and 
remove the old wick from the burner 
and boil the burner in a soda solution 
for 15 or 20 minutes. Run the incu- 
bator for 48 hours to get the thermo- 
stat properly adjusted. After running 
the incubator five days, test' the eggs 
and remove those that are infertile. 
Now is a good time also to clean the 
brooder. Give it a thorough coating 
with some good disinfectant, fix a 
clean, dry place for the young chicks 
when they are hatched, and, if possi- 
ble, keep them removed from the main 
flock until they are half grown.

Men In Europe Marked 


According to the War Department 


the graves of 57,919 American sold- 
iers in Europe have 'been marked and 
registered by the ^Graves Registra- 
tion 'Service of the Army. Of these 
graves 54,014 are in France; 2,073 
in Great Britian; 1,053 in Germany, 
403 in Belgium; 189 in Russia; 110 
in Luxemiburg and 76 in Italy. 


The work of recording graves and 


placing crosses in Great Britian has 
(been completed. The 76 bodies in 
Italy 'are to be- concentrated in a 
cemetery in Genoa and 'the bodies 
now in Prussia will be transferred 
to France.
